There was no “big fuss made,” 
but we all felt pretty anxious and eévery- 
body dressed and packed their belong- 
ings, After a little the fog lifted enough 
to show our surroundings and to our 
relief we found the keel rested on an 
island of rock, a barren and uninhabited 
spot. The men set to work to build a 
long gangplank like a chicken ladder, 
so that we could land. Many went 
ashore, but the fog had made every- 
thing so wet it was better to stay aboard.

Energy of the Sun 


By a series of curious experiments 
scientific men have gained a fair idea 
of the intensity of light and heat from 
the sun as compared with earthly in- 
struments. 

When the sun is at the zenith, or di- 
rectly overhead, its light is equal to 
seventy-five electric lights placed only 
three feet from the observer. Yet an 
electric light is too dazzling for anyone 
to gaze steadily at it. And as compared 
with Sirius, which is the brightest in the 
heavens, the light of the sun is 20,000,- 
000 times more brilliant. : 

The intensity of solar heat on our 
globe varies greatly, in a way that sun- 
light does not, the former being af- 
fected by locations, altitudes, changes 
of the atmosphere and many causes. 

It has been estimated, however, that 
the total quantity which the earth re- 
ceives from the sun each year is enough 
to melt a layer of ice covering the entire 
globe and having a thickness of a hun- 
dred feet. i” ; 

But this is only a very small portion 
of the whole amount of heat given ‘out 
by the sun. ‘The total solar heat is 
enough to melt every day a layer of 
ice ten and one-half miles thick, about 
‘the entire sun, or, to take Professor 
Tyndall’s comparison, the sun’s heat 


emitted in one hour is equal to that pro-’ 


duced by burning a seam of coal sixteen 
and one-half miles thick.

_ It was the custom in those days to 
toll the: church bell at the time of a 
funeral, at one o'clock, a fast toll, a 
slow toll when the funeral was first seen 
from the belfry. Warren Clement was 
the boy who tolled the bell, and he and 
other boys, who, were with him, often 
passed away the time while waiting, by 
getting over the fence of the belfry and 
walking around it, to the imminent risk 
of their lives. Young Clement again 
risked his life in the Civil War, going to 
the front as first lieutenant of the An- 
dover Company.

Two boys from Columbus, Ohio, who 
went West in search of high wages as 
harvest hands, have written back home 
that they can find plenty of work, but 
not at fancy prices. According to the 
Columbus Dispatch “they have en- 
countered the $2 a day employer, who 
works his men from 4 a.m: to 9 p.m., 
With fifteen minutes for dinner and sup- 
per, but they have yet to discover the 
r. yas employer, such as one’ reads

Up to date these two Ohio boys have 
tried Oklahoma and -Kansas, and they 
are now trying Nebraska. All these 
states have been employing outside help 
in order that they might save their wheat 
crops. Desperate cases require desper- 
ate remedies, but no farmer is going to 
pay $5 a day to harvest hands if he can 
get them for $2.. As a matter of fact, 
much of the iniported labor probably is 
dear at the $2 figure. The hours of work 
on the farm are long, but one need not 
leave Ohio and go to Kansas to find that 
out. In many instances they are un- 
reasonably long, and this is one of the 
reasons why the: ] are leaving the 
rural districts and why farm labor con- 
stantly is becoming scarce, © 

The Kansas people ought not, how- 
ever, to talk about $5 a day wages if they 
mean to pay only $2aday. The average 
Ohio or Kentucky farm boy can get $2 
a day at home huring the harvest season. 
There could not be much profit in tak- 
ing a trip to Kansas to work two or three 
weeks at the samé stipend. Two dollars 
a day will hardly pay railroad fare and 
buy arnica for the arms and 
abrased of the Ohio or Kentucky 
youth who is lured to the Western fields 
by promise of “'$5 a day and found.”

A PEACE MOVE 


President Seeks to End War 
by Offer of Matin 


WARRING NATIONS NOTIFIED 


Present Military Status of Those En- 
gaged Ih Hostilities Need Not Be 
Changed, Thus Giving Rise to. Hope 
That Tender of Good Offices Will Be 
Accepted Before Long 


The United States stands ready to 
actin the interests of Wuropean 
peace. The president sent the fol- 
lowing cablegram to the Emperor of 
Germany, Czar of Russia, Emperor 
of Austria, president of France and 
King of England: 

“As official head of one of the 
powers signatory to The Hague con- 
vention, I feel it to be my privilege 
and my duty under article. three of 
that convention to say to you in a 
spirit.of most earnest friehdship that 
I should welcome an opportunity to 
act in the interest of Buropean peace, 
either now or any other time that 


\| might be thought. more. suitable as an 


occasion to serve you and all con- 
cerned in a way that would afford me 
lasting cause for gratitude and hap- 
piness. a 

The vecdian of good offices was for- 
warded by Secretary Bryan to the 
American embassies in the nations in- 
volved and through them transmitted 
to the governments, President Wil- 
gon took the position: that the Euro- 


effect on the entire world was Hable 
to be so lasting, that the 
States, as one of the few large neu- 
tral powers, could not do otherwise. 
than at least offer to be the means of 
bringing about peace. The proffer of 
good offices was not sent to the gov-

A hope that the president's offer 

may be accepted is prevalent in of- 
ficial circles , because it is not neces- 
gary for any of the warring powers to 
change the present military status if 
they accept it. Article 7 of The 
Hague convention provides: 

“The acceptance of mediation can- 
not, unless there be an agreement to 
the contrary, have the effect of in- 
terrupting, delaying or hindering 
mobilization or other measures of pre-

“If it. takes place after the com- 
mencement of hostilities, the milf- 
tary operations in. progress. are not 


| interrupted in the absence of ‘an 


agreement to the contrary. +g 
The object of the president in 
sending the message to the five rulers 
was to afford them indiyidually and 
collectively an open door looking to- 
ward peace, which will at all times be 
open to them. The American am- 
bassadors to Germany, Russia, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, France and Wngland 
were requested to take up the presi- 
dent’s offer in person with the rulers. 
Cablegrams received from the, ambas- 
gadors said the president's instruc- 
tions would be carried out immedi- 


ately. 

The prevailing view is that no sug- 
gestions looking to peace will be or 
can be entertained until afew great 
battles on land and sea have been

He has seen marvelous changes 
in railroad work during his fifty-eigh 
years of service, and has witnessed the 
growth of the Boston & Maine from the 
time it took its infant steps as an eight- 
mile railroad. 

Mr. Smith was born at Andover, 
Mass., May 1, 1820: He went to work 
for the Boston & Maine road April: 10, 
1837, being then in his seventeenth year. 

Wishing to be his own man, he had 
purchased his “time” from his father, 
giving therefor a note for $100 payable | 
in one year, and it was duly paid within 
the time provided. 

At that time the Boston & Maine 
road ran from Andover to Wilmington, 
a distance of eight miles. Connection 
was made at Wilmington with the 
Lowell road, the Boston &.Maine-cars

As I was about closing a fortnight's 


- pleasant sojourn at Pine Point—this 
| “little Andover’’ by the sea still having 
its full complement of summer residents, 


the Eatons, Abbotts, Whittemores, 
Brainerds, Paiges, Gardners, with vari- 
ous transient Andoverian visitors, the 
last met being Instructor Phillips and 
family, and Mr. and Mrs. Cutler of Old 
Plymouth,. connected with the Cutlers 
of our West Parish—the last issue of. the 
Townsman came to hand. The most 
noteworthy article was that in the 
editorial column, “A Call Worth Heed- 
ing,” containing the generous offer of 
“one of Andover’s dearest ladies’’— 
there*are so many such, it would seem 
difficult to identify this one!—to con- 
tribute one thousand dollars toward an 
Andover Historical. House, the call be- 
ing strongly supported by the Towns- 
man. I cannot help sending a brief 
word in hearty approval of this call and 
the way it is treated. 

Why indeed should our ancient and 
honorable town be behind sp many 
others of Essex County in having a 
history house of its.own?. Our twin- 
sister town, North Andover, has a pleas- 
ant home for its historical relics and 
meetings—why should not we? Ando- 
ver not only dates back to the time of 
the early settlers; but -it -has--been 
“everywhere and, always the manly, 
straightforward, sober, patriotic New 
England town.” This word of Phillips 
Brooks, worthy descendant of worthy 
founders of long ago, has been the 
Townsman’s legend from the beginning, 
and. has been proved true by the great 
reputation Andover has had all over the 
land and world for its high character, 
for its manufacturing industries, for its 
patriotism in war-time, for its institu- 
tions of learning, for its grand old 
families, remaining here generation 
after‘ generation, or sending out their 
sons. and daughters to build up and 
bless other regions, far and near. Why 
should we not have a House to preserve 
the records and relics of such a town 
such families—their published books, 
their quaint furniture, their portraits, 
their ancient letters?

were shackled on the Lowell trains and 
hauled to and from Boston, a ntage 
of the receipts being paid for this service 
by the Boston & Maine. 


Then there was only a single track on 
the Lowell road, but they had begun to 
build a double track, which was regarded 
as a stroke of great enterprise in those 
days. 

Mr. Smith went to work on what was 
known as a section, from Andover to 
Ballardvale, a distance of two miles. 
He attended to repairs and worked 
there for about two years. . 


Then the crew in which he was em- 
ployed were given the whole section, 
ight miles. While on the short sec- 
tion the men could easily walk back and 
forth over the line, but-when the 
mile section was established some mode 
of conveyance was needed. 


Hand cars were not then in use. To 
meet. the requirements a car was con- 
structed and shafts fastened to it. A 
horse was hitched to it and hauled it 
back and forth over the section convey- 
ing men and supplies. ; 

Young Smith’s pay was then not very 
munificent, being only five shillings per 
day, but it seemed quite a respectable 
sum to him, and it was not long before 
his faithfulness and intelligence were 
the means of procuring a “rise”, ‘not 
only ih the character of his work but 
also in the amount of his pay. 

Road building was very crude in those 
days -and the track was necessarily 
rough. The cars jolted and swayed on 
their rude springs in a way that today 
would cause the passengers to have 
nervous prostration. 

When first built the ties were laid on 
what were called mudsills. These were 
three-inch planks about nine or ten 
inches wide, and laid lengthwise. under 
the rails. Over the mudsills the ties 
were placed, and on the ties the rails. 
It uséd to be thought that these mud- 
sills were necessary in order to keep 
the track up. In leveling the rails one 
had to shim between sill and tie. 

This method of track construction 
was continued for several years, or until 
the track had nearly reached Dover. 
Rails were then only ten or fifteen feet 
in length against thirty feet today, and 
were very light. The engines of that day 
did not weigh over eighteen tons each, 
and were pigmies compared with the 
monster locomotives of the present 
time. The rails were laid in chairs of 
iron, with a chair to every tie, the rail 
being keyed in. 

On this. eight-mile section young 
Smith worked about three years, and 
during that time the road had been 
completed to Bradford. He then took 
charge of a train which hauled all the 
stone for the abutment of the Haverhill 
bridge on the Bradford side. 

After that bridge was built he ran a 
construction train hauling lumber and 
material for the road and for other 
parties, When the road was completed 
to Exeter he was given charge of a sec- 
tion between Newton and East Kings- 
ton where he remained on duty until 
the rohd got to Newmarket, when he 
was given charge of putting in the 
foundation for the bridge over the 
L&amprey river. 

The next spring he went to work for

One day, about 1850 they called Mr. 
Smith into the office and offered him 
the charge of the road as roadmaster, 
from Haverhill to Somersworth and 
South Berwick Junction, in place of 
Joseph Bradley who had just died. ‘Mr. 
Smith accepted the place and has served 
the road in the capacity of a roadmaster 
from that day up to the 15th of last 
month when the road service was entire- 
ly changed and he was given another 
line of work. 

When the road was extended to Port- 
land twenty-two years ago, he had 
charge of laying the track, and was given 
control over contractors and men, as the 
directors. feared that the track would 
not be completed within the contract 
time. Owing to his energy, however, 
the road was completed before the time 
specified in the contract. ‘Since the 
Portland extension his jurisdiction as 
road master has been between Exeter 
and Portland. 

Mr. Smith gave James T. Furber his 
first job on the road. Furber was then 
publishing the Great Falls Journal and 
Mr. Smith used to see a great deal of 
him evenings. They were very warm 
friends. 

One day Furber told him he wanted 
a job on the railroad, but he advised 
him to stick to his printing business, as 
he could not get much pay on the road 
to start with. The most he could get 
would be $1 per day. 

Furber said he was willing to take 
this, and so he was given work in the 
freight house, loading and unloading 
freight, and an energetic worker he was. 

During Mr. Smith’s long term of ser- 
vice and with all the trains and con- 
struction work he and his men have 
handled, he has not had a single acci- 
dent to be charged:to his own account,

FRANCE WINS A BATTLE 


German Squadron Reported Defeated 
in the Mediterranean 

A Toulon dispatch says France has 
won the first important sea battle. 
Trapped by French and British squad- 
rons in the Mediterranean, the Ger- 
man squadron, comprising the scout 
cruiser Panther, the dreadnought 
Goeben and the cruiser Breslau, 
fought vainly to escape. The Panther 
was sunk and the other two war craft 
were captured. 

After bombarding the French towns 
along the Algerian coast the Germans 
steamed toward Gibraltar. A British 
fleet which had put out from Malta 
headed them off before they doubled 
back toward Algeria. The French 
battle squadron which had been sent 
to protect Algeria intercepted them 
and the battle followed. 

The Panther was riddied by the 
French fire and a shell exploded in 
her magazine, practically blowing 
her to pieces, with the loss of most 
of her crew. 

The Goeben fought for some time, 
but her machinery was finally dis- 
abled and she struck her colors. The 
Breslau attempted to escape, but was 
overhauled by two French cruisers 
and after a short engagement also 
surrendered. The German casualties 
are reported heavy, but details of the 
French los®es are withheld.
